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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions

In the instant case the product made, i.e. the plastic optical 
element, does not rely on any details of the process of making or the details of the 
producing apparatus, so therefore the product can be made by a materially different 
process, such as etching or dipping or coating processes.
